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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kazi et al (US5,377,685, of record) Kazi et al teaches a flexible elongate (blood vessel 
catheter ) body with a distal transducer and in an alternative teaching suggests that the 
disclosed shape-memory alloy actuator may include a mechanically-hinged mirror to 
effect a scan in relation to a fixed catheter-tip transducer, see col. 2 lines 21-30. Since 
the disclosure pertains to scanning via a shape memory actuator the principal 
interpretation of such passage would be that the actuator be governing the scan of the 
mirror which would necessarily change the angle of incidence of the transducer in order 
to scan in the pivotal case shown. 

Claims 2-13, 15-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Eggleton et al US4546771) teaches use of a piezobimorph actuator 55 to move an 
internally reflective mirror surface to effect an axial scan without such a change.
